Deputy Chief Fire Marshal Ed- 
win Wickstrom was completing the 
scheduling of calls to al] schools in 
the district; district officers were 
preparing for talks before service 
clubs and other groups and the 
firemen themselves were putting 
the finishing touches on prepara- 
tions for their annual drill tower 
show, which will be presented Oct. 
11 at headquarters station. 

e The latter event will climax the 
week’s activities. Long a favorite 
with children, it will be presented 
at 7 p.m. so that the youngest 
memberstof the “small fry” set 
can see it before bedtime. 

District Chief George Carter 
points out, meanwhile, that the 
district’s stations are always op- 
en for tours by the public during 
regular business hours. But the 
usual “open house” invitation is 
given special emphasis at this 
time of year. 

He added that younger children 
—partcularly large groups of them 
—Should be accompanied by par- 
ents because there are usually on- 
ly three or four firemen on duty 
at any station other than head- 
quarters. 

Chief Wickstrom, meanwhile, 
pointed out that district officers 
are always available to give talks 
before organized groups of any 
age level—from service clubs to 
youth groups, and asked that any- 
body wishing to schedule a speak- 
er contact him at fire district head- 
quarters. 

During the week, engine compa- 
nies will visit the schools in their 
areas, meaning a total of some 
13,000 children will participate in 
fire drills, and. be.shown-a:demon- 
stration of the operation of fire- 
fighting equipment.

Atherton Move 


To Ban Use 
In New Phase 


Menlo Park Elementary School 
| District trustees Tuesday night 
| authorized the district to open di- 
rect negotiations with the owners

isn’t questioned much more. Almost everybody..agrees that sports 
are here to stay, and that healthy exercise is.a fine thing. 

The only time anybody gets on a soapbox and tries to cut the 
ground, literally, from under a school sports program, he has to do 
it by sidelong means.

THUS IT FREQUENTLY OCCURS that persons who favor ath- 
letics are horrified when they hear themselves referred as “enemies” 
of recreation programs. 

And there will probably be an excellent opportunity for such 
“horror” in the next couple of weeks, if any one opposes the Sequoia 
High School District’s proposed $3,850,000 bond issue, on which 
voters will cast ballots Oct. 15. 

* * * 

OF THE TOTAL SUM, $649,000 is to be spent for 
Woodside and East Palo Alto schools 
a school site, which might only have to be about half that size if it 
weren't for athletic fields.

NO ORGANIZED OPPOSITION to the bond issue has yet been 
heard.
